- Various paotenag 
who were making home made wine int 
violation of the order signed these, 
forms. Exercising a privilege allow- 
ed in the internal revenue regulations, 
they made what is known as an offer 
in compromise. This gave the gov- 
ernment $5 each as a compromise with 
the law. 

Now comes the department with a 
statement that $5 is not enough. Many 
persons got the impression that the 
statement they signed was a permit 
to make wine. Now they are finding 
out it was only an admission on their 
part that they were violating the law. |
